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INTRODUCTION. 



§ 1 . The following grammar treats of an impure variety of the South 
Maithili dialect, spoken in South Munger and in the Barh subdivision of 
Patna. This dialect is founded on the much more archaic North Maithili 
dialect spoken in North Darbhangi and the Supaul subdivision of Bhagalpur. 
A grammar and reading-book of Northern Maithili has been published by 
the Asiatic Society of Bengal.* In Barh, and in the Jamul subdivision, the 
language more nearly resembles the Magadhi dialect than in the rest of 
South Munger. 

§ 2. The alphabet and rules for spelling will be found in the General 
Introduction to this series of grammars, and the remarks therein found 
are not repeated here.

§ 6. It is not necessary to decline further any nouns in full, as the 
above examples suffice. All nouns ending in vowels are declined lilje ^Wr 
ghord, and all those ending in silent consonants like ^^ ghar. The final 
syllables of all long and redundant forms may optionally be nasalised by the 
addition of anundsik : thus ^^r^T ghor'tcd or Vt^ ^ ghor'wd ; ^kW gharauwd 
or ^^^f gharauwd ; fli^qr maliyd or »lf%^ maliya.

The weak forms are used all over the tract of 
country to which this grammar refers, but the strong forms are confined 
principally to the eastern part of the tract, where they are used in much 
the same sense as the long forms (^V^ ghar'iod, g1%^T hatiyd ), viz. either 
definitely ('the honse,' ' the word'), as opposed to^T ghar ' a house,' ^tw bdt 
' a word,' or else contemptuously. 

§ 12. Periphrastic Plural. 

With reference to the above plural forms, it must be noted that every 
noun can also form a periphrastic plural by the addition, either before or 
after, of a word signifying plurality, such as ^w sabh, ' all :' thus, g^ igVf T 
sabh ghord or igY^T "^iv ghord sabh, ' horses.' This is the universal rule in 
Jamui. In the case of rational beings the word ^jt log, ' people,' may be 
used, but only after the word which becomes plural ; thus, »rr^ ^rfJT tndli log, 
' gardeners,' and not ^Itt *rr^ log mdli. Sometimes the plural affix is omitted, 
so that a plural noun appears under a singular form. This is the regular

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rule when a numeral adjective precedes, as in Nos. 6 and 7 of the following 
sentences. Sometimes these plural affixes are added pleonastioally to words 
already in the plural form, as ^~T^^f«l '5*f ghbfwani sahh, for ^'T'^^fsf ghbfwani.

Multiplicatives, such as the English * twice ' and ' thrice, ' are not 
found in this dialect. The Bih^ri idiom is illustrated in such phrases as

' seven times two ' and ' three times six.' Numbers thus used arej called 
multiplicatives, and differ in some respects from the cardinals.

CHAPTER II I. 
PRONOUNS. 

§ 22. The following tables show the declensional forms of the prin- 
cipal pronouns and pronominal forms. 

The declension of pronouns presents some important points of difference 
from that of nouns, which must be carefully noticed. 

While nouns frequently remain unchanged before post-positionSj 
pronouns, with few exceptions, change to some other form, called the oblique 
or inflected base. 

The accusative singular of pronouns is, with one or two exceptions, 
never the same as the nominative. In circumstances corresponding to those 
in which the accusative of a noun takes the nominative form, the accusative 
of a pronoun usually takes the oblique form without any post-position. 

The genitive forms of pronouns ending in k >• and sr n are also to be 
noticed. They have all oblique forms ending in 'KT rd or srr nd, for which 
see § 34. 

Pronouns have the same form, whether referring to masculine or 
feminine nouns. . With the exception of the pronouns of the second person, 
they all want the vocative case. 

§ 23. Pronouns of the First Person and of the Second 
Person Non-Honorific.

CHAPTER IV. 
INTRODUCTORY. 

§ 35. It must be noted with respect to the followiag paradigms 
that colloquially the plural is commonly used in the place of the singular : 
thus ^t Wo to chha, ' thou art,' is commonly used instead of «fir %" to chJie, 
which is the more correct form. 

NoTB also that there is great laxity colloquially in regard to gender. 
The forms given for the feminine are only those which are specially 
confined to that gender ; but instead of these, the masculine forms are often 
used colloquially. In the following paradigms when the masculine and 
feminine forms coincide, the latter are not given. As a matter of fact 
feminine forms are rarely used except in the west of the district referred to 
in this grammar. 

As already observed (§1), the language spoken in South Hunger 
is in the main Maithili. In the western portions, however, of the Jamui 
subdivision of Hunger, and in Bdrh, many Magadhi forms are used, and 
such will be noted in the proper place. 

§ 36. With regard to the spelling of the various tense-forms, it must 
be noted that ^ ai and ^ au are frequently written ^^ di and ^^ aii 
respectively : thus such forms as ^^ dekhai and %^^rpf dekhaunh are often 
written ^^i; dikliai and ^'s^^ dekhaunh. It has not been thought necessary 
to put both these varieties of spelling into the paradigms : hence only %5" 
dekhai, %^t% dekhaunh, ^c, wiU be found therein. With regard to this

and to the shortening of ante-penultimate vowels, see General Introduction,

Every plural form ending in f nh can also be spelt as ending in sr n :

§ 37. Conjugational System. 

The conjugation of the verb ^ ^ dekh, ' see,' being given in full, it is 
not necessary to give here the details of conjugation at length. 

§ 38. There are three moods— the Indicative, Conjunctive, and Imper- 
ative. These may again be divided into simple fe/Jses— formed from the root 
direct, and periphrastic fewses— formed with the aid of auxiliary verbs added 
to the present or past participle, or to the conjugated preterite indicative. 

§ 39. The simple tenses are as follows : —

Of these, the present imperative is always the same as the present 
conjunctive.

The terminations of these three tenses are given in the following table. 
It will be observed that there are many optional forms of terminations for 
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each person. They are all used with nearly equal frequency. They should 
be carefully committed to memory. 

It must be noted that the termination ^^ ah or ■^ « of the 2nd plural 
masculine is pronounced with a peculiar drawl, something like the English 
word 'awe.' Thus, ^ito dekh'awe.'

§ 46a. The Use of the Various Verbal Terminations. 

It will he noticed that each person has many terminations, but they do 
not all mean exactly the same thing. At the same time it must he noted that 
this multiplicity of verhal forms is partly due to local and personal circum- 
stances — an inhabitant of one place using one set of forms, aM an inhabit- 
ant of another, another. This is due to the want of a literature, which 
would fix each verbal form in its proper and exact shade of meaning. The 
following instructions wiU help to explain approximately the more customary 
uses of the forms. 

In the first place it must be noted that in the Maithili dialect generally 
number is continually disregarded, verbs in the singular form being used 
with plural subjects, and vice versd. Thus, take ^^r^^ deWlah, which is 
properly third singular preterite. The following examples show that it can 
be used both in a singular and in a plural sense : —

So also ^ii^qi«r dehhal.kath (properly Srd plural) may be used as a 
singular : viz. ■^ ^Tg^fr^q ix dekhnV.kaili, ' he saw,' as well as ^ ^V %'3^«*^ u 
sabh dekJiaVkath, ' they saw.' It may be asked, then, why these terminations 
have been divided into singular and plural. The answer is twofold, — first, 
that though no longer used in their proper sense, the terminations were orig- 
inally singular and plural as written, and in songs (which always conserve 
an older form of the language) they are so used to the present day. Secondly, 
at the present day there is this important difference in their use, — singular 
terminations (especially in the second and third persons) are always used 
non-honorifieally, and plural terminations honorifically, as regards the 
subject ; thus, ^ ^t^* u dekh'lak (singular) means ' he (that humble person) 
saw,' but ^ ^'ir^'^'J ii dekhaPkath (plural) ' he (that respectable person) saw.' 
In the first person, however, this distiuction has been lost, and singular 
and plural are used indiscriminately. 

There is another way of looking at a verbal form, and that is the 
relation it bears to the object. There is nothing like this in any European 
language ; so it requires more careful exemplification in the present case. 
For the purposes of the present explanation a sentence may be divided 
into subject, verb, and object. The object may be direct or remote. Thus, 
in ' the king gave a viUage to the brcihman,' ' the king ' is the subject, 
' gave ' is the verb, ' a village ' is the direct object, and 'the brahman' is 
the remote object. So in 'the child fell on the ground,' for the purposes 
of the present explanation ' the ground ' may be considered as the remote 
object. In European grammar the form of a verb depends on the subject, 
i.e., we say that it agrees with its subject in number and person, but the 
object (direct or remote) has no effect at all on the form of the verb. In 
Bihari, on the contrary, the selection of the verbal form to be used largely 
depends upon the object. Thus, while in Europe we must say that the verb 
agrees with its subject in number and person, in Bihar we must say that 
it agrees with its subject, and also with its object, in honour and person. 

The following are approximately the rules on this point : — 

(ffl) The terminations ending in '^T au are used when the object 
(direct or remote) is in the second person and is considered inferior to 
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the speaker. If, however, the termination is pronounced with a drawl, 
something like a-o, the object is mentioned with some, but not great, respect. 

Exception. — If the verb itself is in the second person, the object may be 
in the first or third person. 

(6) The terminations ending in ^rp§ aunh are used when the object 
(direct or remote) is in the second person and is spoken of with respect. 

(c) The terminations ending in r^ 'M and ^ ai are used when the 
object (direct or remote) is in the first or third person and is considered 
inferior to the subject. 

{d) The terminations ending in ^s? ainh are used generally when the 
object (direct or remote) is mentioned with great respect. In this case the 
object may be in the first, second, or third person.

In the western 
portion of Jamtii, however, and in Bdrh, another verb is used, derived 
from the ^ ^^ ah. , 

(«) The first of these is used only in the present and preterite tenses, 
and always in this dialect loses its initial vowel. It has in the present tense 
two forms, — a weak (e.g. -^ chM, ' I am ') and a strong (e.g. f^^sf chhiko 
' I am '). In the preterite tense it is used only in the weak form 
{e.g. w«"f chhalo, 'I was'). I shall oaU. it the first defective auxiliary verb. 

(J) The second of these, derived from the ^ ^^ ah, belongs properly 
to the Mdgadhi dialect. In the dialect under consideration it is used only 
in the present and preterite tenses. It always in this dialect loses its initial 
vowel. In the present tense it has two forms, — a weak {e.g. '^ Id, ' I am '), 
and a strong (e.g. f%<jf hiko, ' I am '). In the preterite tense it is used only 
in the weak form (e.g. ^r^ halo, '1 was '). I shall call it the second 
defective auxiliary verb. 

§ 49. The complete auxiliary verb is formed from the ^ ^ ho, 
' become,' which is conjugated through all moods and tenses. Its preterite 
is irregular, and is never used as an auxiliary, but only as a verb substantive, 
meaniug ' I became.'

CHAPTER VI.

CHAPTER VIII. 

VOCALIC ROOTS. 

I 86. Many verbs have roots ending in vowels, and the junction of 
the root with the termination frequently causes some slight apparent 
irregularity. 

For this reason the following examples are given of the conjugation of 
verbs having roots ending in vowels. They are here conjugated in the 
masculine gender, and through the four radical and participial tenses. From 
these the periphrastic tenses can easily be formed. It has not been thought 
necessary to give the conjugation in full for each person. 

With regard to the shortening of the root-vowel, see General Introduc- 
tion, § 36. 

§ 87. Example of a verb whose root ends in ^t d .— 

The conjugation of these verbs should be carefully studied, as a large 
class of active and causal verbs follows it. 

In the preterite indicative these verbs insert a junction vowel between 
the root and. the ^ ^of the termination : thus ^* + tt + 'mf kha + S +■ Id, 
or ^^ hhailo, ' I ate,' and tt* + 7 + w? pa + 6 -\- Id, or wf pailo, 
' I got,' where jr (5 is the junction vowel. As will be subsequently seen 
the same peculiarity exists in other tenses besides the preterite. 

AH verbs which take jr ^ in the preterite indicative insert iv e or ^ y in 
the future, in the past participle, and in that form of the 3rd singular 
preterite which is the same as the past participle.
